ORANGE CELEBRATION 


Best Ever Held in Alberta--600 Members in Pro- 
cession--Ministers Difter on Bible Being 
Taught in Schools--Home Team 


Wins at Baseball ,

Wetaskiwin, July 12.—The two hun- 
dred and seventeenth anniversary of 
the Battle of the Boyne was right 
royilly and fittingly celebrated here 
to-day by the Orangemen of Norther" 
Alberta. Although the weather was 
threatening at times and a couple of 
small showers descended there was a 
big turnout of the members of the 
order, as well as ohters, who came 
to the city to hear the speeches and 
see the sports. 

A ecateiul culculation places the 
visitors at close to 1,500 people, a 
third of whom were members of the 
Loyal Orange Lodge. 

Successful as was the event, it 
would have been more so had the 
vommittee been able to secure a 
special train to bring up the brethren 
from the south, and to have the re- 

ular train on the Hardisty branch 

eld until the evening. The C.P.R. 
would not we in either of these 
matters, and fully a thousand people 
were unable to be present who con- 
templated spesding the day here. 

The city wags rigged out in holiday 
attire. Flags and bunting were in 
evidence on all the stores and many 
of the houses, and several of the street 
vorners were decorated wth spacious 
evergreen arches, 

Morning Features. 

Innisfail was the only lodge south 
of the city in attendance, but resi- 
dents from the surrounding country 
began to arrive at an early hour, and 
when the train from Harlisty unload- 
ed its 200 holiday-makers Wetaskiwin 
presented a busy scene. The special 
from the north, which brought in 500 
visitors, arrived about 11.30, and was 
met at the station by the Innisfail 
and Wetaskiwin lodges, headed by 
the Wetaskwin brass band. ‘The 
lodges formed up at the depot, and, 
with Strathcona band at the head, 
and Wetaskiwin band at the rear, 
and the various fife and drum corps 
interspersed the procession, proceed- 
ed along McDonald street to Lorne 
street, then westerly to Alberta 
street, thence southerly to Theusis 


siieet, thence easterly to McDonald 
street, then northerly to Stanley 
street, thence easterly to Railway 
street, north on Railway street to 
Pearce street, hence to the hall for 
dinner, 


In the Afternoon, 

It was about 1,30 when the brethren 
we-assembled after dinner and the 
procession moved off. With County 
Master J. C. Wainwright, Strathcona, 
and Provincial Deputy Grand Master 
J. Carmichael, Strathcona, in front, 
their mounted aides being Brothers 
T. Lake and E. Gerling, of Wetaski- 
win, and Brother Brady, of Agricole, 
who was astride the time-honored 
white charger and decked out in the 
customary cocked hat and riding cos- 
tume of scarlet and white. 

Then came the Strathcona band, 
followed by Innisfail Lodge O.F.B., 
headed by G. Powers, W.M., T. 
White. D.M., and G, Kirkham, D.C. 
Then Strathcona Lodge 1654, headed 
by F. Brewer, D.M., and J. Shields, 
D.C. Edmonton, No. 1794, was next 
in charge of Inspector Ellis, W.M., 
G. Goodall, D.M., and A. C. Hamil- 
ton, D.C. At the head of the lodge 
was the fife and drum band and also 
Piper Laing. Agricola, No. 1776, fol- 
lowed Edmonton, and its leaders were 
T. Hodgins, W.M., J. W. Anderson, 


D.M., and W.. Atkinson, D.C. 
Wetaskiwin, No. 1776, was next 
headed by the brass band and in 


charge of W. J. Dore, W.M., C. FE. 
Campbell, D.M. The regular mem- 
bership of all the lodges was swelled 
by visiting brethren from all paris of 
the Dominion, and when the patade 
Lot straightened out en route for the 
exhibition grounds the sight was one 
that will long be remembered. The 


route of the parade proper was 
Pearce street to Railway street, 
thence southerly to Landsdowne 


street crossing, thence northerly on 
Railway street east to Pearce street, 
thence to Diamond Park. 

At. the grounds the lodges formed 
up in front of the grand stand and 
listened to addresses from the resi- 
dent clergy, as well as a number of 
the prominent workers in the society. 
The speakers were limited to ten 
vinutes, and there wasn’t a dry one 
in the lot, The orations were tem- 
perate and strictly non-political, and 
those that dealt with the history and 
vims and principles of the order were 
masterpieces and should produce a 
largely increased membership for the 
L.O.L, in this province. 

THE SPEECHES. 

A gathering numbering close to 
1,200 was on hand for the oratorical 
feature of the demonstration. A 
large platform was erected in frout 
of the grand stand, but unfortunately 
there was a heavy wind blowing .rom 
the same quarter, and the speakers 
had some trouble in making them- 
selves heard. County Master Wain- 
wright, of Strathcona, presided, and 
the best of order prevailed The 
only disappointment of the day in 
this respect was that Dr, Melntyre, 
M_P,, was unable to be present. 

Ex-Mayor Dickson’s Welcome. 

In the absence of Mayor Meck 
ern, who was out of the city, 
Mayor Dickson was deputed to 
tend to the visitors the official wel-

come to the city, which he did in a 
very happy ten-minute address. The 
ex-mayor had always found the order 
worthy of the highest respect in the 
past, and judging from the gathering 
hefore him he felt sure the future of 
the order need not be worried about. 

Mayor Mills, of Stratheona, who is 
& member of No, 1654, made a suit. 
able reply to the official welcome ex- 
tended by the previous speaker. The 
feature of the Orange Order that up- 
pealed to him most strongly was the 
intense loyalty displayed by the 
members to the best British tradi- 
tions. So long as the L.O.L. remain- 
ed faithful to its principles the ex- 
istence of Protestantism would never 
be endangered. He particularly ex- 
horted the brethren to line up to the 
doctrines of the society that the new 
atrivals who were coming into the 
country from the four quarters of the 
globe would get the same favorable 
opinion of the society that the order 
held with the people who were long 
acquainted with it and its members 
His Worship was highly pleased with 
the large crowd the demonstration 
had attracted—fully as large or larger 
than the Governor-General would at- 
tract were he to pay the city a visit. 
In closing he congratulated the peo- 
ple of the city on the splendid growth 
of Wetaskiwin, which had now a 
population of 2,500. Next time the 
L.O.L. celebration was held here he 
hoped to see a city of 25,000. 

Best Demonstration Yet. 
P.S. Inspecor Ellis, master of the 


Edmonton lodge, was the third 
speaker. He had been in Alberta for 


five years, and this demonstration 
was by long odds the best he had 
yet attended. But there were still 


better ones in sight. The west was 
full of Orangemen, and with a vigor- 
ous organization campaign instituted 
he felt sure the 1908 rally would 
easily double in numbers that of 
to-day. He strongly impressed upon 
his hearers that the order stood for 
equal rights to all, and the Protest- 
ants of this and all other countries 
owed a great debt of gratitude to the 
L.O.L, for the present religious free- 
dom now enjoyed. 
Keep Bible Out of Schools. 

Rev. J. H. Bowering, pastor of the 
Wetaskiwin Baptist Chureh, was 
next called upon, and his address was 
one of the outstanding features of the 


day. After classing the order as 
neither political or religious, but 


rather a fraternal organization, and 
exhorting the present day Orangemen 
to stand firmly for the Protestant 
faith, as did their forefathers, Mr. 
Bowering took up a new phase of the 


national school question. He was 
opposed to having the Bible in the 
school as a text book. Its introdue- 
tion as such meant death to  na- 
tional schools and the birth of de- 
nominational places of learning. Out 


of respect for the people who did not 
look upon the scriptures as inspired, 
and who held no religious opinioris, 
he thought it would be unfair to com- 
pel the children of such parents to 
study the’ Bible and side-track other 
studies that the jathers and mothers 
preferred their offsping to become 
well acquainted with. Mr. Bowering 
held the teaching of the Bible would 
produce denominational schools, 
which were undesirable. To have a 
truly national life the cou itry must 
have national schools, and such weer 
out of the question where the Bible 
was used as a text book. 


Orangeism Follows the Flag. 


Bro, J. G. Tipton, of Stratheona, 
followed Mr, Bowering. He had been 
& close student of the rise and growth 
of Orangeism, and since its inception, 
history proved the order had ever 
stood for civil and religious liberty. 
He said there was not a country or 
colony in the whole world where the 
Union Jack flew but you would find 
Orapze lodges and the glorious twelfth 
was as royally celebrated in all the 
British possessions as it was in Can- 
ada. He gave a very interesting ae- 
count of the founding and growth of 
the organization and closed with a 
patriotic appeal that struck a respon- 
sive chord in the hearts of all present 


Bible, But No Catechism. 


Kev. T. G, Johnstone, Methodist, 
and chaplain of Strathcona lodge, fol- 
lowed Bro, Tipton, He assured the 
crowd he came by his Orange prin- 
ciples honestly, being a native of In- 
niskillen, Ireland, He was disappoint- 
ed that none of the members of par. 
liament and especially the cabinet 
wonisters were present. The L. O. L. 
aeaways stood out strong for good 
government and the British constitu- 
tion would always stand even should 
the scvereign play the traitor, Bro. 
Johnston had been surprised to hear 
Rev. Mr. Bowering take such a de- 
cided stand against the teaching of 
the Bible in the public schools He 
felt sure that were the scriptures care- 
fully studied in the schools the coun- 
try would soon be free of atheists. It 
was the catechism and not the Bible 
the 


that should be prohibited from 
schocl

PARADE TURNS. 
INTO DISORDER 


Toronto Mob Uses Fists Pre- 
venting Cars From Crossing 
Orange Parade 


Toronto, July 12.—A clash between 
a boisterous crowd and the police oc 
curred at the corner of Yonge and 
Adelaide streets to-day as a result 
of the street car company’s attempt 
to run cars between sections of the 
Orange parade. The committee in 
charge of the parade had eonsulted 
with Manager Flen.ing, of the street 
car company, and it was agreed that 
the Orange marshals would assist 
the police in maintaing the car ser- 
vice, ; 

Car Service Was Stopped. 


Before the crowd became vety 
dense at this corner three cars were 
run through between sections of the 
first part of the parade. When the 
fourth car attempted to pass through 
there was trouble. The crowd became 
unruly and jostled the police severe 
ly and the parade was practically dis- 
rupted, Several lodges which had 
got past Yonge street turned, back on 
the run and fists were used in front 
of the stranded car. 


Hooting Mob Joyous. 


Traffie was entirely held up for the 
rest of the hour in which the parade 
Was passing. The mob jeered at eaci 
unsuccessful attempt of the police 
and railwaymen to move the cars. 
A trolley pole was pulled off the wire, 
and several determined enthusiast: 
stood on the fender. The mob cheei 
ed with joy at the sight of the defeat 
of the street railway company.

Riverhead, L.1., July 12.--A neve} 
suit was filed in the Suffolk county 
court today by the Montank Indians 
as a tribe, who are secking to obtain 


possession of land, of which they 
claim they have been deprived by 
the whites sinea 1660, The counsel 
for the Indians allege that the In: 
dians deeded the land to the whites 
in 1660, retaining the right to live 
there uninterrupted. In 1879 a por- 


tion of the land was sold, and each 
Indian was paid individually to move 
off. The Indians now claim that the 
bargain was illegal, and that they 
should linve been dealt with as a 
tribe, and not as individuals, 


THE GRAIN WILL 
SOON HEAD OUT 


Conditions For Growth Ideal In 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
_ Manitoba Less Fortunate 


Winnipeg, July 12.--In Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta the conditions for 
growing crops have been ideal, and 
the result is that the grain is at a 
good height above ground, and will 
be headed out in a short time. Plen- 
ty of rain has fallen, and with the 
warm days lately, the growth lias 
been remarkable. 

Farmers are very optimistic, and 
look ior a splendid harvest, While 
the condition in the two provinces 
named above have been so ideal, 
some parts of Manitoba have not 
been so fortunate, In the northern 
part of the province good weather 
has been experienced with plenty vf 
rain, 

It is in the southern part of Mani- 
toba where the dearth of rain has 
been notieeable, and consequently the 
growth there has been retarded to 
some extent. However, with plenty 
of rain, the conditions there’ weald 
soon right themselves. In the Turtle 
Mountain district, rain is * wanted 
badly, but notwithstanding the lack 
of it, grain presents a very good ap 
pearance, and is from 12 to 16 inches 
above ground.

ENRICH PROVINCE 


Alberta Government in Receipt 
of Over $20,000 Under 
Corporaticn Tax Act 


_— 


Over twenty thousand dollats have 
been paid into the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the province by corporations 
in accordance with the Act. respect 
ing the taxation of corporations and 
others passed by the Alberta Legisla- 
ture at its last session. The estimate 
of the amount likely to be collected 
was $25,000, and already, it will be 
seen, the province is within $5,000 of 
this amount. This is proof that tho 
Act has been accepted without pro- 
test by the corporations. 
to the provisions of the Act every 
head office of a bank shall pay a 
tax of $400, every such bank shall 
pay an additional tax of $200 for each 
branch up to and not exceeding four 
in number, and $100 for branches in 
excess of four and up to and inelud 
ing ten, Private banks in villages 
are taxed $100, outside of villages, 
$200, There is an additional $25 
charged against every branch of a 
private bank, 

Every insurance company transact 
ing business in the province is taxdd 
1 per cent. on the gross premiums 
received in Alberta, Loan compan 
ies, with a paid-up capital of one 
hundred thousand dollars or less, 
must pay $100 tax and $75 on every 
additional one hundred thousand doi 
lars. Companies having only termin- 
able or withdrawable capital, pay $25 
on the first $25,000, and twenty-five 
cents on every $1,000 in advance of 
that amount, 

Every trust company must pay a 
tax of $100 on a capital of one hun 
dred thousand dollars or less, and 
fifty dollars for every additional hun 
dred thousand. 

Telegraph companies pay a 
a mile for each mile worked. Rail 
way operating telegraph lines for 
commercial purposes pay a tax of 
$1,000. 

Telephone companies are taxed as 


dollar 


follows: In city of ten thousand or 
over, 50 cents upon each telephone 
under rent; in other cities, towns 


and villages. 2h cents on each tele 
phone instrument, 

Gas companies are to pay a tax 
of 0, electric light companies $500 
in cities of ten thousand or over, 
cities under ten thousand $100, ani 
in towns and villages $25. The elee 
trie light tax does not affect plants 
operated by municipalities. 

Express conypanies with fifty an] 
not exceeding one hundred offices in 


the province $500, over 100 offices 
$1,000, 
A very important condition with 


this Act is that one-fifth of the taxes 
are to be appropriated towards the 
support and maintenance of the pro 
vincial university.

HALIFAX SOLDIER 
COMMITS SUICIDE 


Albert Lovell Undergoing Mili- 
tary Discipline at Prison 
Drinks Carbolic Acid 


Halifax, July 12-—-A mysterious sui- 
cide occurred yesterday at the mili- 
tary prison on Melville Island. The 
dead man is Albert Harry Lovell, but 
any further information is hard to 
obtain It seems that the soldier 
killed himself with poison. 

Lovell was a private of B company, 
Royal Canadian regiment, and had 
been sent to prison last week for 14 
days for some breach of military dis- 
cipline. This week, for violation of 
prison rules he was ordered to be 
closely confined in a cell for three 
days. There was, therefore, not much 
chance under this condition, for the 
man to obtain poison, yet he was 
found dead from drinikng carbolie 
acid.

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== THAYWOOD UNDER CROSS: 
EXAMINATION BY BORAH 


Confirms Orchard's T 


Boise, Idaho, July 12.—Wm. D. 
Haywood, on trial for the murder of 
Frank Steunenberg, left the witness 
chair thie afternoon, after he had 
been under examination six hours in 


his own defence, the time being 
equally divided between his own 
counsel and Senator Borah, of the 


counsel for the State, 
Haywood's testimony closes the de- 


fence, except for one witness, who 
will be called to-morrow torning and 
his examination will take up about 
fifteen minutes. The state will then 
begin its rebuttal unless motions to 
strike out certain parts of the evi 
dence wre made by the defence. 
Counsel for the State announces his 
Willingness to abide by the instruc: 
tions of the court to the jury, and 
will not argue on motions to strike 
out. There is a prospect now that the 
ease can be finished within two weeks. 
The State expects to close the rebut- 
tal .by Wednesday or Thursday. Tie 
defence expresses the opinion that 
the sub-rebuttal will be in by Satur- 
day. Under these circumstances the 
case will be given to the jury by 
the end of the last week in July. 
Haywood's Cross-Examination, 
Cross-examination of Haywood be- 


gan this morning an hour after the 
opening Of the court. When Clar- 
ence Darrow closed the direct exam 


ination and quietly remarked; ‘You 
may cross-exumine,” the witness 
turned and faced Senator Borah, his 
face pale and jaws set. There wes 
a stir in the courtroom, and then the 
defence began, 

The first 
jdued tones that Mr, Richardson, of 
| Haywood’s counsel, asked the witness 
to speak out. Borah’s cross-examina- 
tion was fast to-day, but from first 
to last Haywood preserved entire con 
trol of himself, At times his replies 
came as quickly as the questions were 
slung into him, Again he would hesi- 
tate, and speak slowly with a mark- 
ed emphasis. Mr. Borah wag court» 
ous, but now then there was a tinge 
of sarcasm when he insisted on di 
rect auswer and Haywood appeared 
reluctant, Haywood in turn was as 
courteous as the-examinér, — tevart- 
ably he addressed Borah as ‘‘Sen- 
ator,”’ and repeatedly asked periis- 
sion to expiain when he thought there 
might be some misunderstanding.

Pittsburg, July 12.—Judge Young 
in the court of common pleas today, 
rendered a decision to the effect that 
the Jones and Laughlin Steel Co 
must either procure a device to pre 
vent the emission of ore dust from 
its blast furnaces or close the fur 
naces, Should [t become necessary 
to shut down the plant, 10,000 men 
would be thrown out of employment 
in the Jones & Laughlin Co. alone.

A movement is on foot in the city 
to establish a Children’s Aid Society 


in Edmonton, similar to those that 
now exist in many of the Ontario 
icities, The prime movers in Ed- 
monton. are City Commissioner Ein- 
naird and Chief of Police Major 
Beale, each of whom has recently 
given considerable attention to the 
question, 

That there is some need for such 
an institution here is evident from 
the frequency with which children 
whose parents are unfit to care tor 
them, come to the attention of the 
police officers. Under present con- 
ditions there is no adequate means 
for caring for such unfortunates, and 
as a result they are frequently al- 
lowed to go their way, and if saved 
from lives of crime or shame it is 
more through chance than because 
of provision made for their care,

of an empire, that as the years pass, 
will occupy no mean place among the 
nations of the earth, 

We are accustomed to think, that 
in all new countries, where the popu- 
lation is largely of the emigrant 
variety, that it is made up of a class 
of people who have been driven to 


the wall in the struggle for the sur- | 


vival of the fittest in the old country, 
and have ventured across the seas ex- 
pecting an easy conquest of condi- 
tions, and quick wealth. One can- 
not remain in Edmonton long to reai-

Soil Well Adapted. 

“The soil is particnlarly well adapted 
to the production of small fruits ard 
all the necessary vegetables, The only 
difficulty in the way of raising the 
small fruits is that caused by a late 
spring frost, But these only do damage 
in occasional years. A man at Ponoka 
and another at Lacombe have grown 
large quantities of garden-strawberries 
the year with every success, 

“There is no reason why we should 

not have an abundance of strawberries 
raspberries, gooseberries, currants and 
other small fruitis in this district, In 
fact Jarge fruits will be successfully 
cultivated here in time. People are 
paying too little atteation to this at 
present, 
“It is probable that tomatoes to be 
ripened successfully will have to be 
raised under glass, but other vegetables 
can be grown and ripened without dif- 
ficulty,” ; 


Farmers Awakinz to Need. 


A prominent real estate man, who 
deals largely in farm lands was next 
approached, and from him was obtain- 
ed the welcome intelligence that people 
ive beginning to think of market-gar- 
dening as a remunerative occupation 
here, 

On his own farm about six miles out 
of town his farmer has raised an ad- 
mirable supply of vegetables without 
difficulty, and about 4 to 5 miles from 
the city limits several men have this 
year secured from four to eight acres 
for market-gardens, They have already 
begun to sell some green vegetables to 
customers in town, supplying various 
householders and hotels. 

“Taxes on land out where the market- 
gardens are going is a mere bagatelle; 
the soil is fertile; it should be an easy 
thing for the gardener to make money.” 

“Are they making, rgot-houses or other 
preparation to store vegetables next 
winter?” ‘ 

“TL believe a few of them are, out 
the work of winter storage has not been 
seriously taken up. yet.” 

Should Provide Winter Storege. 

This matter of providing winter 
shelter for vegetables in winter is one, 
retail dealers say, that should be con- 
sidered seriously. 

“The cellars under most ef these»nes 
furm-houses,” said one man who deals 
largely in vegetables, “are not fitted to 
keep all vegetables well. Oniy those 
that would get along anywhere seem 
to be carried through. For instance our 
local supply of cabbage drops off after 
a very short season and we have to 
send for more to Vancouver or Cali- 
fornia, where most of our fruit vege- 
tables come from, 

“Our carrots, turnips, beets and par 
snips are largely supplied by local 
yrowers, Potatoes, of excellent quality 
and in abundance are supplied by the 
district, though there is one tract w here 
the land is a bit swampy and the pota 
toes apt to be wet.

Splendid Showing of Fruit. 

Here one’s attention was at once riv- 
eted upon the fine display of fruit-- 
rich black Tartarean cherries, scaly 
pine apples, plums, peaches, orangs 
and other delectable things.

the office-boy with stray nickels, the 
passers-by in general! For though the 
supply of fruit seems ample on every 
side in Edmonton, the prico of fruit is 
ample, too. The reason — it is all 
brought in to this section of the pro- 
vince, 

A Talk on Fruit. 

The owners gave some interesting in- 
formetion about their wares, Raspher 
ries, they admitted, were high-priced 
at 15 cents a box—and the bottom of 
the box half-way up at that! But 
what are the retailmen to do here, 
when the growers in British Columbia 
have agrend upoe a general high price 
for the berries, knowing that the de- 
mand is greater than the supply? 

“Those men down at Vancouver fost 
money strawberries this year, 
though,” said one of the owners, ‘just 
because they were keeping the price 
up. They asked $3 a crate for the 
berries at Vancouver, a smart advance 
on last year’s prices. The result 
that a good many crates were left on 
their hands, and they haye to sell at 
a much-reduced price or let them spoil.” 

“Where do you get the strawberri> 
his partner was asked. 

“At the first of the season they sre 
from Florida. A_ little later we get 
them from California and Oregon, ond 
who want strawberries in Ed- 
monton at this peried must pay fan-y 
prices for them.

over the food four times in prayer 
He was asking the All-Pather to 
grant the dead a happy resting-place 
in the world beyond the grave. 

Then, with fitting solemnity, there 
was lowered into the grave this food, 
the clothes and personal belongings 
of Mah Woo, and this thirty com- 
radeg stood about the grave lighting 
the Niang, sticks of incense, and 
many-shaped papers of silver and gold 
tissue. These sparkled antl blew 
lightly up through the ether, going 
before Mah Woo to the next world 
Che men who burned these believe:! 
that Mah Woo, arriving there, would 
find plenty of etheralized gold and 
silver—for these had all cost money— 
to supply his needs. 

For the same reason a few bits o 
silver had been dropped into the 
coffin the day before, and all the 
well-wishers of the dead man who 
could not attend the funeral gave his 
brother money to provide much hiang 
and much gold and silver paper,

been in this country for 18 years, two 
of which were spent in Edmonton.
